By one proposed amendment each town- 
ship will determine the number of ite high- 
way commissioners by referendum vote.

. Btate and Cities to Aid. 

The Tice measure provides for state aid on 
the main roads of the state. 50 per cent of the 
cost to be paid for by the state and 50 per cent 
by the county. Funds ate to come from the 
automobile license fees and from legislative 
appropriations, | 

Under the plan of the Dill about BD per cent 
of the roads will receive state ald and part 
of their cost will be borne by the cities. As’ 
present citics pay no road taxes. 

This plan has been indorsed by the Chicago 
Association of Gommerce and by dDusiness 
men’s orgenizations in Springfield and more 
than forty other cities. A score of state or- 
ganizationé, such as the State Farmers’ in- 
stittrts, the State Grain Dealers’ association, 
the Dlmotle Commercial federation, the Ili- 
mois Medical association, and the Retail 
Dealers’ association have indorsed this plan.

Long distance telephone talk costs an enor- 
mous amount of money: The long distance 
talkers of Chicago, according to Prof. E. W. 
Bemis, the city’s expert, pay about $090,000 
annually for that particular privilege. Of 
this amount the Chicago Telephone company 
retains approximately $90,000, says the same 
authority. 

The city’s compensation—3 per cent—on that 
business is $2,700. More than $€00,000 a year 
goes to the nation wide telephone company— 
the Américan Telephone and Telegre,h com- 
pany. 

The practicability of increasing this revenue 
to the municipality is being considered by 
Ald. Sitts. He said yesterday be will collect 
the data as an aid in justifying the rate ordi- 
nance of the Chicago Telephone company, 
which will be reported to the city council 
Monday evening. This feature of the .com- 

pany'’s revenue has not been made a factor 
in the rate ordinance. 


‘ Bumors of In tion. 

Rumors have been current that the inter- 
state commerce commission intends to make 
an investigation of the cost of :ong distance 
talking throughout the country. .One Chicago 
city official said yesterday he had been told 
by a member of the commission of this in- 
tention of that body. It is argued that the 
joeal rate ordinance should retain for the 
city power to take advantage of any ruling 
which may be made by the federal investi- 
gators. 

The local competitor of the Chicago Tele- 
phope company is the Illinois Tunnel com- 
pery, which operates the automatic system. 
One of its contracts, made while it was in the 
hands of receivers, indicates the Chicago 
company is getting about one-fourth of its 
share of the cash collected for long distance 
service.

By Bernard Shaw. 


{This is Mr. Shaw's complete statement in an- 
er to Sir Arthur Pinero’s suggestion that emok- 
be allowed in all theaters.) 

Y own personal point of view is that 
of a person who does not smoke, and 
who regards the habit as an utterly 

: filthy and detestable one, and consid- 
; ers that people who do smoke should 
mot only not be allowed to go to the theater 
Dut should not be allowed to go anywhere or 
to exist. . 

Perhaps the Isle of Wight, or the Isle of 
Men, or St. Helena might be reserved for 

mokers, in the same way as special com- 
nts, which I never enter, are reserved 
Zor them on trains. But, really, it is a habit 
Shat will not bear thinking about. 
| Whilst that is my point of view, what I 
Want to say it this: Take, for example, the 
Vaudeville theater, where they are perform- 
ing Sir Arthur Pinero’s piay. “ The School-

Why not follow the example of the 
railway companies and have smoking com- 
partments in those theaters? Why not re- 
serve certain blocks of stalis and certain seg- 
ments of the circle for smokers? 

I don’t say that this would make the place 
altogether pleasant for nonsmokers, « but 
there is an enormous difference between hav- 
ing @ man on each side of you smoking a big 
cigar and a man before you and behind you 
doing the same thing, and having the same 
man ten yards off.

Many facts and ideas which 
the farmer has stored away in his mind for 
such an emergency are crowded out or lost 
sight of in the press for time. Frequently 
the néarest village carpenter has to be in- 
trusted wtih many important details, and the 
resujt is far from se@tisfactory. 

" By carefully designing @ house so as to 

tate its subsequent enlargement money 
may be saved and its convenience increased. 
Additions costing $400 might have been so 
provided for in the original scheme as to have 
permitted of their erection for $350, and so 
on. Poorly lighted and inconvenient rooms 
afd passages, inaccessible chimneys, steep 
or dark stairways, étc., areall likely to prove 
obstacies in building. additions to houses 
where the original plans did not take into 
gonsideration the probability of such eddi- 
tions. 
“ Practically speaking, three essentials 
should be combined in every farm home, 
ey are comfort, convenien¢e, an economy, 
It is hardly necessary to enlarge upon coms 
fort as an essential in every home, and par- 
‘ticularly in the farm home.

Plan for Eventual Enlargement. 


“Owing to a variety of circumstances !t' 


not infrequently happens that the farmer 
finds himeelf in a position where the buflé- 
ing of a residence is an imperative necessity 
while sufficient ready money for such an 
undertaking is not avaliable. A cheap, but 
incommodious and inconventent etructure, or 
a heavy mortgage with ite never failing tn- 
terest, too frequently an addition to a mort- 
gage already given on the land, seem the 
only alternatives. 

“Tt often occurs, too, that when the oc- 
casion arises for adding to the home no 
practicable plan presenta itself, and an entire 
and expensive remodeling, if not accomplete 
new buliding, becomes neceseary. This situ- 
ation might frequently have been avoided had 
the original structure been built along the 
lines of a preconceived plan which provided 
for eventual enlargement. 

+ The location of the barn and other farm- 
buildings te, as heretofore stated, one that 
should receive Que thought, even before the 
G@welliing is erected. While KH should not 
be. sufficiently near the house to cause un- 
pleagant odorea or to endanger the one 
should the other take fire, It should be as close 
as possibie, and yet avoid these drawbacks. 
Any one who has done farm chores in rough 
weather will appreciate the saving of dis- 
comfort by not having too long a distance to 
go from the houee to the barn, er; in fact, 
to any of the outbuildings. The question of 
@rainage, exposure, a.suitable barnyard, 
amd convenience to the water source should 
all be considered in locating the barn.

Bread That Is Fool Proof, 

 “ Wilh you please give a recipe for making 
light bread and make it fool proof, so that 
I can’t make a mistake? Also tell me what 
kind of yeast you consider best. Do you 
prefer potato in the mixture or do you make 
it without? I don’t want to know just ordi- 
nary bread, but the best. Could you please 
tel! me besides what foundation you keep 
on hand when one must have some differ- 
ent soup each day? Mrs. 5. W." 

Only a few weeks ago I gave an exhaust- 
ive and minute recipe for bread making, 
endeavoring to the best of my ability to 
render the directions what my. correspond- 
ent calls ‘‘ fool proof,’’ which I translate as 
meaning so direct and explicit that an in- 
experienced cook could follow them with 
tolerable certainty of success. 

In considération of the space those direc- 
tlone Gcecupied in ovr columns, and the 
pressure of other matter waiting to ap- 
pear, I do not feel Justified In printing them 
again so soon. I hope that thiscorrespond- 
ent may have seen the recipe and proved its 
weefulness and that if not she will write 
again. 

I may say there are many good waye to 
make bread, and that I am not prepared to 
state any special one is absolutely “ the 
best.” The bread made with potato sponge 
keeps soft a Httle longer than that made 
without it, but the latter may be extreme- 
ly gatiafactory. So with yeast; the ordi- 
nary yeast cake produces as good a prod- 
uct as the liquid yeast. After all, one must 
acquire judgment and experience by prac- 
tice, and that is something no one can give 
any one, 

You. ask about the foundation for soup. 
Establish. a stock. pot, beginning with « 
shin of beef, a. knuckie.of veal, beth well 
cracked, a bunch of soup herbs, and enough 
cold ‘water to cover ali well. Cook slowly, 
never letting the water get to more then 
a simmer, for five or six hours, and leave 
the meat in the soup overnight, or until 
both are cold. 

With this as a foundation you may vary 
your so0ups in diferent ways. Trimmings 
from your roast, the fag end of the steak, 
the bones of cooked meat may all be added 
to the stock with more water end boiled 
dowa until you get any nutriment and 
flavor from them they contain. In hot 
weather the contents of the stock pot 
should be bolled over at least once in every 
two days and should never be allowed £0 ac- 

cumulate too long. 

Vary soups with a meat foundation once 
in @ while bya cream soup or one made 
from vegetables alone. There are many 
of these and they are both palatable and 
economical.

W orking on Shortr Skirts. 

In regard to skirts, great skill can also be 
shown, as the new draped forms require 
clever handling to make them practical. 
Some have solved the difficulty of making a 
draped skirt that will carry out the tailor 
made idea and yet be becoming to the aver- 
age figure. 

In addition to draped skirts, many modeis 
having plaits introduced in thé sifies, back, 
or front are peing offered. 

In every instance the skirts are made to 
give the narrow effect around the. bottom. 
Some, in fact, are made so narrow it is nee- 
essary to have them slashed. 

Although “the large majority of suit coats 
now on display average about twenty-seven 
inches in length, designers are now working 
on shorter models. These very short coats 
are swell. Despite the fact that the fashion 
authorities favor a three-quarter or seven- 
eighth length garment, there is still interest 
shown in the full length coats, particularly 
in the popular priced numbers. 

The three-quarter cutaway coat with 
slightly rounded or pointed corners, finished 
with a small collar and revers, is a favored 
style this season. In Some instances the col- 
lar is of silk and the revers of the material. 
In others, both collar ‘and revers are of silk, | 
and, again, they are trimmed with silk, 
braid, or buttons. Pockets are often noted, 
and give a good finishing touch. 

While the straight cut back, giving the 
long straight line, is seen in many instances, 
manufacturers are now trying to get away 
from this style, and are cutting the back in 
two sections or introducing odd cut seams 
so as to give the garment an air of novelty. 
Belts and belt suggestions are also noted. 

Strictly tallored styles, simulating a man's 
overcoat, are seen in some of the models. 
These coats are usually made of covert or a 
mannish mixture. A number of late models 
are made with a slight fullness above the 
waist. giving the effect of a Russian blouse. 


* * 
Skirts Most Complicated. 


Skirts continue to be one of the most im- 
portant parts of the costume, as they are also 
one of the most-complicated. A lot of new 
models show more fullness about the waist, 
this being arranged in wide plaits or gath- 
ers, depending upon the material. At the 
bottom, however, they are close, and ell are 
rounded up in some manner to enable one to 


walk properly. 
Some Fashion writers contend that alreany

Bedford cords and poplins are included in the 
spring line as well as coverts. 

The basic lines of outer garments show Iit- 
the change as far as width is concerned. As 
present styles are well liked, and there is no 
immediate change in sight, petticoat menu- 
facturers are adhering closely to the narrow 
measurement. 

There is an unusual opportunity offered for 
the construction of especially attractive mod- 
elg, as the combination of colors and of ma- 

teFlals, together with a variety of novel de- 
signs, tend to increase retail distribution. 

For instance, the variety in colors tempts a 
woman to buy several petticoats to wear with 
her different dresses. All the principal milli- 
nery and trimming shades are utilized in the 
narrow, straight gored models, which really 
fit the figure as closely as does the outer gar- 
ment.

Mes. Astor in Stunning Costume. 
Mrs. Ava Willing Astor, or as she is regis- 
tered, Mrs. John Astor, is the first one of 
the widows of the late Col. Astor to arrive 
in Paris, she having come over from New 
York via London a little less than a week ago. 
Without doubt this Mrs. Astor is one of 
the bandsomest of all the American women 
who come to Paris, and wherever she goes 
invariably attracts attention and admira- 
tien. During the last year she has grown 
younger, and this in spite of her hair, which 
has perceptibly become grayer during the 
last twelve montps. Now the entire front 
locks are almost snow white and these, in 
eontrast to her sparkling dark eyes and 
blooming complexion are most stunning. Mrs. 
Astor’s figure, too, is just what the mode 
requires, tail, willowy, and slight, without 
an owhce of superfiuous flesh to detract from 
ite graceful lines. 
She is in Paris preparing for the London 
season, which means that she is buying 
clothes and providing herself with all the 


requisites of a fashionable woman's ward- 


robe. Although her mourning was always 
Nght, now she has practically discarded it, 
keeping to black and white, with occasional- 
ly a touch of bright purple, a combination 
that is both effective and becoming. 

At a luncheon at the Café de Paris a day 
or two ago she was without exception the 
best dressed and best looking woman in the 
restaurant. Her gown, a Callot model, was 
in black and white. The black silk skirt, a 
littie draped, reached midway between the 
knees and hips, where it was met by a white 
satin upper. half, thie continuing into an 
adorable blouse. 

It was a sort of kimono of white satin 
with the guimpe of cream tulle and lace, 
plaitings that stood up about the throat and 
others that fell in front in soft and lovely 
jabots.

ways down the aisic. The sensation they 
created was profound and the aftermath of 
their concerted action is likely to be lasting.

PASS THE BANE.BILL. 

There are, no doubt, a number of private 
bankers in Illinois of scrupulous conduct 
who regard the proposed state regulation of 
their institutions as a piece of outrageous 
impertinence. Such scandalized victims of 
reform are always to be found shriekipg 
in front of the chariot wheels or moaning 
behind them. 

If they were protesting against injustice 
or inequity, against an infringement of their 
liberties or an assault upon their properties, 
they would be entitled to every considera- 
tion, but in the case of the private banks 
the demand is for an exemption which can- 
not be justified. 

If the ratio of honest private banks to 
dishonest were far greater than it is—and it 
* is large now—the dishonest still would con- 
stitute an evil without excuse. 

There is no shadow of excuse for an un- 
regulated bank. The honest private 
banker, merely to continue methods of busi- 
ness which suit him, insists that a condition 
be tolerated which permits any rasca] who’ 
bas cunning and courage, some gilt lettering; 
a bit of brass grill work, a carpet, anda 
desk with cash drawer, and a month's rent, 
to open a bank and invite the unwary and 
unwise to drop their savings into his till. 

One Illinois banker referred to the demand 
for regulated banks as a demand from “yel- 
low journalism.” He should ket his indigna- 
tion dwell upon “ yellow banking.”’ 

Byery effort has been maie to give fair 
consideration to the legitimate interests of 
private bankers, and the Lllinois legislature 
ean find no excuse for giving the present con- 
ditions another two years’ lease of life. 

Several disgraceful bank failures could 
have been avoided if the preceding general 
assembly had ‘passed the private bank bill. 
If this legislature does not act, the following. 
assembly will have new illustrations of the 
folly and criminality of allowing any rasca] 
who desires the privilege of becdming a; 
“ banker.”

(b) To investigate and report upon the 
operation of laws of other states and coun- 
tries in cases where such investigation and 
report will afford information of value to 
the general assembly. 

(c) To investigate the administration of 
any department of the state government. 

(ad) To investigate the expenditure of any 
appropriation. 

(e) To prepare and submit to the general 
assembly drafts of bills upon matters inves- 
tigated by it when such investigation shows 
further legislation to be desirable. 

(f) To act through committees appointed 
by it from within or without its membership 
or partly within and partly without its mem- 
bership. 

It is made the duty of the commission to 
establish a legislative reference bureau on 
the most approved lines. A paid secretary 
and necessary employés are provided for, 
and there are other provisions devised to 
carry out the intent of the law which need 
not be discussed here. 

No openminded observer of the incoher- 
ence and haphazard methods of legislation 
of our states has failed to realize the urgent 
need of some plan by which lawmaking can 
be made more consistent, practical, and far 
seeing. Our present system, or lack of sys- 
tem, depends upon the dubious direction of 
party platforms, upon the initiative of the 
individual legislator, and upon the often dis- 
cordant or unrelated pressures of relatively 
small bodies or. groups of citizens. A great 
deal of the effort of the most conscientious 
legislative bodies is wasted, and from sheals 
of bills a conglomerate is ‘built up to be the 
law of a commonwealth. : 

The result is the very demoralizing fact 
that much of our law is stillborn. One dead 
statute weakens the whole fabric of the law. 


cans abide in the costly fallacy that law- 
making takes care of itself, and that 4 law 
passed is a remedy applied. : 
One of the foremost students of our legie- 
lation says of Senator Hay’s measure:

Many of these late cases of pyorrhcea can 
be cured, but it takes time and money. Itis 


like late consumption—somewhat curable, ,

Not being a War 
Correspondent, I did not™“see” the battle from the 
inside of the Cable Office, but spent a great deal of 
time at the front, “legging it” from one Federal point 
of attack to another. 

A very definite impression that I received during 
the first days was that Diaz was doomed. He was 
cooped up with several thousand men within an ex-
